Better 
adopt measnrea to preveut than provide 
means to onre. 



Tlie Opposition m the House have ren- 
dered themselves infamous by tboir con- 
tinued obstructions to the Constitution 
Bill. Thoy take udvautugo of every tech- 
nicality to interpose objections of a frivo- 
lou3 character and impede legislation. 
Their conduct is almost without prece- 
dent in the annuls of legislation. If there 
were reason to believe that tho Constitu 
tioa Bill is unpopular; if protests, peti- 
tions, and addresses against it had reach- 
ed the House from the constituencies; or 
if an outrage on the Constitutional rights 
of tho people was contemplated, we 
could understand and applaud tho course 
of Mr. Wulkom aud his followers. But 
here is a Bill so good and beneficial that 
no valid objection can be raised to its 
prinoiple. It has now been before the 
coantrv four weeks. The constituencies 
from "Victoria to Cariboo have had abund- 
ant opportunity of expressing dissatisfac- 
tion with its provisions; but not a voice 
has been raised in condemnation. Nanai 
mo alone has spoken, and she likes tho 
Bill so well (as Mr. Fisher said in the 
House) that she wants more of^ it! The 
Opposition opposed the second reading 
by everv means in their power; and since 
its reception by a committee of the whole 
thoy have contrived to impe^'e legislation 
by interposing frivolous obstacles. The 
propo.sition of the Government to post- 
pone the passage of the first clause of 
the Bill until the schedule .lefining the 
districts shall have been piissed, is reas- 
onable. Alterations might, and probably 
will be, made in the sohedule that would 
render tho first clause au incongruity. 
The Oppositiou contend that this would 
bo an unusual proceeding. They demand 
that the first clause shall bo passed before 
the schedule is considered. Tho objection , 
to bo sure, is merely a technical one; but 
its discussion ooosuujod all of yesterday, 
through the diHgracefal oondnct of 
"Walkem & Co. in talking against time. 
The public, who want the Bill, and who 
see that their business is being neglected 
or obstrncted by a gang of man who are 
eagerly scrambling for place and emo- 
luments, are heartily aahamed of tlie con- 
duct of the Opposition. At this moment 
there is a Bill uflfeoiing the new interest of 
quartz mining that is delayed, and may, 
perhaps, bo lost, for thi-t year at lea-t, by 
the unpatriotic course of tho Opposition, 
■ Wo sball not attempt to sketch ttio evil 
effects to investors iu quartz-miniug pro- 
perty that would result from tho failure 
of the new Minerals Bill. Sufflco it to say 
that the results •would be disastrous to the 
country at lai'ge by promoting endless 
litigation and shaking public confidence 
in the tetuie under which quartz mining 
property is held. Some people think that 
that is ju-t what Mr. Walkem is aiming ut 
to repleni-h his empty pockets which 
California street.turnod inside out a year 
ago. The present lawjs very defective; 
its provisions are incongruona and un- 
certaiu; there are several qlauses, thp 
meaning ol wbioh oun imlf be determined 
by a judicial decision, involving great 
eipcuso to litigants. It is hardly neoes- 
eai-y to say thiit Ml'. Walkem was the 
author of this murky piece of legislation. 
The proposed Act would, if pasae'l, 
smooth out the wrinkles that dinfigure 
Mr. Walkem's bantling. The action of 
the Opposition, we have shown, blocks 
all the business of the.House. What's to 
bo done ? The Opposition meanly at- 
tempted to throw the blame of obstruct 
iug the business upon the Government, 
who, they say, should deal with the first 
clause before proceeding with tho sche- 
dule. Very v/ell, then. The Govern- 
ment should put the sincerity of the Op- 
position to the test to-dny. Let the Gov- 
ernment decide to go on with the first 
clause, and the country will then haveau 
opportunity of placing tho responsibility 
ef the delay on the right shoulders,

HOUSE. 



Every day is bringing Europe nearer a 
crisis which from present information it 
wo.ald seem impoBsible to surmoant with- 
out a bloody war. Bussia, fiuHhed with 
victory, has exacted terms from Turkey 
which, if riitiflod by a Congress, must 
reduce the Ottoman Empire to a stnte of 
vasnaliigo, and render ultimate absorption 
the question of a very short time. With 
Gonstanlinople in her hands Russia would 
Speedily become a great maritime power, 
and as a legatee of the defunct Osman, 
she might seize Egypt whenever she felt 
able to hold itagaiust acombined Europe,, 
It is to avert tho possibility of so untow- 
ard an event that Great Britain has sprung 
to arms. Austria, whoso national exis- 
tence is threatened by the partition of 
Soiguria and the transference of the 
mouths of the Danube to Boumania is 
even more vitally afTectod than Great 
Britain. Koumauia, too, has a grievance 
against Russia. Tho province of Bessa- 
rabia, by the settlement after the Cri- 
mean war was ceded by Russia to Rou- 
mania. It is a very rich province, and 
the proposition to exchange swampy 
Dobrndsohu for fertile Bessarabia is 
naturally rejected by the Roumanians, 
who contributed very largely to securinv 
the victory that crowned tho Russian 
arms. The Congress (which is to meet 
on the 27th inst.) may prove successful in 
composing the obstacles to an amicable 
understanding; but Great Britain and 
Austria will demand that every item of 
the Rui-so-Turki^h treuty must bolnid bo- 
fore the Coogre,-s for discussion and rati- 
Hcition or r(ijeatioo. Tho touo of the 
BuKSiun press is hostile to this demand; 
and itis difiioult to understand how the 
Czar can accede to it without imperiling 
by diplomacy the advantages he has 
gained Ijy the sword. Great Britain's aud 
Austria's interests aro imperiled by the 
treaty Russia has made with Turkey, and 
thoy cannot tacitly assent to its provisions 
without abandoning traditional policies, 
and (in tho case of Austria, at least) impor- 
iliug national existence. Therefore, should 
Bussia refuse to sabmit the treaty to tho 
Congress there will be war. That such is 
the opinion of European statesmen and 
military men is evidenced by the rapidity 
with which ijreparations of a warlike 
character are being pnshed forward by 
Greut Britain and Austria — the latter hav- 
ing secured a necassarj money-voto for 
war expenses^ 

THE CHINESE.

EnrroB Oolonist: — ^The winter has boon 
exceptionally a mild one, unprecedented 
in the annals of British Columbia. No 
froat or snow to impede trallic, and tho 
steamers have fairly set in for Lhoir sea- 
s( n's work, making their regular trips to 
the head of navigation. Although there 
has not been much doing in comti^orcial 
matters during the winter, neverthloss 
peoples' tongues hereabouts havo not 
been growing rusty for tho want of some- 
thing to discuss." Quftrtz! Tho whole 
absorbing topic is quartz! quartz! quartz! 
and tho supporters of logitimato mining 
will hail with satisfaction tho attention 
now bemg directed to the quartz re- 
sources of the Province, more especially 
the section of Cariboo, whore I am proud 
to notice the cloud which hitherto hung 
so gloomily over tho mining interest is 
being removed by tho efTorts of v/orthy 
and practical men. A now ora appears to 
be dawning upon tho mining interest of 
the Pro\ince, and as tidings roll on they 
seem to gather strength with practical 
mining engineers. The hidden store- 
rooms of Cariboo as well as other sections 
of tl'e Province will speedily return good 
rodults, for under such compulont man 
agomeut the quartz resourc.sof British 
Columbia will undoubtedly open up a 
field for safe investment tu capitalists 
second to none on the Pscifio Coast. It 
is absurd to shut one's eyes to the fact, or 
to steep the mind iu forgetfulness. 
Cariboo doubtless offers every induce 
mont as a field for investment to capital- 
ists in developing her quartz resources 
under so favorable and promising iuilica- 
tioiis already pronounced by an eminent 
authority. Since tho days ef '49 expe- 
rience has taught us that quartz materials 
are the feeders of alluvial deposits, pro- 
duced by the crumbling down of tho 
rock containing gold, carried together with 
clay and other matter into creeks or gul- 
lies, for which Cariboo has been re- 
nowned in these rich formations. There- 
foi'c, I havo but one object iu writing — 
tho beuefitting of a large mineral district 
which has never had justice done in de- 
veloping its auriferous deposits, which 
only await tho application of well-known 
prinoiplas rightly applied to make quartz 
milling iu Cariboo amott profltul)le oper 
utiou. It may bo worthy of ri mark, as 
illustrating the importance which may be 
interesting to some of your readers, that 
in the early days of the qnnrtz develop- 
ments at Grass Valley, even there opinions 
were distrustful, and many had their 
misgivings as to tho quartz resources of 
that place. Even tho far-fa\no(l Eureka 
mine at one period had its reverses, anil 
operations wore suspended for want of 
capital. The celebrated Idaho mine at 
one time CQuld be bought slmost for a 
song; and the Union Hill mine— after- 
wards the property of the Pacific "Mining 
Company — won stopped beoauao of pov- 
erty. Subsequently thoy were iQ"">rV»"l, 
and have since yielded niillions of dollars 
to their fortunate owners. Twenty-three 
years ago tho quartz re.sourcos at Grass 
Valley wore not more promising than 
they are to- day at Cariboo.

Mr, Mara submittod a report rolntiv* 
to oortftia obarg03 mado by Captain Evuns 
agroinst the Chief Commissionor to tbe 
effect thfttlio [Mr. Yei uon) |jhacl ordored 
the construolioa of a road ten uiiloa long 
in Yale diatiiotfor. faia own buoofit. The' 
report •ntirelj •roneratea tiio Chief Com- 
missioner from any culpability in tbe 
matter, and slatoa that tbo road in (lues- 
tion -is 2^, not 10, miles loug; thnt 
it is a portion of tho rond leading to tbe 
Cherry Oroek minoa; that it bonellts a 
large nnmbor of settlers; that tbe oon- 
■traotioa . survey for it ^?as forderod in 
1876 by Sir. J3eav»n, and that tho road 
oost $^50. A letter is appended to the 
report from llov. Mr. Turner, denying 
that he ever mndo tbe nasortion attributed 
to him by Mr. Evans. 

STANDING 0BDEE9. 

Mr. Beavon moved that tho following 
\rords bo added to Claufio 24, Rules, 
Orders and Forms of Proceeding of jtlie 
Lecislativo Assembly of British Cclan:- 
bia, "On ovary Order day except Wed- 
Deaday." Tbe mover stated that hia objoot 
in imtrodacing tho resolution was to pro- 
Tide that Qovornmont measures and 
orders shall take precedenco on every 
order day except that mentioned. 

SeooDued by Mr. Walkem nnd'oarriEd. 

OOBPORATIONS DILI, . 

Hon. Mr. Elliott proposed that the 
English scale of fees for ragistration of 
oertifiCfttQs and publication of notice iu 
the Government Gazette bo adopted in 
connection with this bill. He considered 
the sohedale ns introduced by tbe mover 
of the bill altogether too small. The fees 
should bo regulated nccording to the cap- 
ital of tbo companies incorporated and tbo 
amendraant ho bad to offer was an e.xaot 
transcript of the scale of tho English Act 
of 1862. 

Mr. Beayen objected, believing tbo fee 
of 81 for oertitioates and §5 for publica- 
tion iii the B, 0. Qazeite fully adequate. 
Ho did not think tho Government should 
orpoct to mako a rayeauo ont of tho bill 
andexpreBBod hia opinion that tbo princi- 
ple of paying a porcentago on tho nominal 
capital ol a company was wrong. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott hoped the day was not 
far distant -when many companies would 
be registered and it could not be said 
how soon tho olHcor whoso duty it was to 
register certificates would req[uir& assist- 
ance in tba matter. Tho amendment he 
olTored was simply the introduction of a 
scale of fees that bad been in force for a 
number of years and against which no 

jBoimplaiiithad been made. 

Hon. Mr. Smithasaid an effort should 
be made to render the registrar's oflice 
■elf supporting. In rich England no 
objection was mado to tbe scale proposed 
by the amendment and he didnotseo bow 
it could operate objectionably here, iaaa- 
mnoh as it would be comparatively much 
lover in this Province than in England. 

Mr. Humphraya doubted tho utility of 
tho amoadment and contended that a low 
scale of ftOB should bo adopted in order 
to anconrago the formation of compauies 
for the development of JProviucinl re- 
Bouroes, Hb regarded the amendment as 
an attempt to imitate the Stamp Act of 
England and believed tbe Male proposed 
by the bill quite adequate to existing cir- 
cumatances, It was wrong to oiaot tri- 
bute froai companies desirous of intro 
duoing capital in tho interests of tho Pro- 

- Tinoe. Such a policy would cause irrita- 
. tion without prodnoing any conoiderable 
revenue. 

Mr. Fishor thought any soaleprodnoing 
even a small revenue should not be re- 
garded with jindifforence. If a number 
ol companies wore about to be incorporat- 
ed the aggregate revenue derivable from 
them would assist materially in the pay- 
• ment of expenses for trips to Ottawa and 
London of which tho Hnuae had already 
had a sad experience. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Mfcra was of opinion that the 
amendment would, prove irritating to 
oompaniea and that a sliding scale should 
not be adopted. Ho ihiiughtthat if tho 
sum of ?1 for filing a oortillcato were in- 
^jrensed to §10 th^ requirements' of tha 
oaso would lie met. (Hear, hoar.) 

"After further debate the schedule was 
amended by inserting tho sum of $20 for 
filing certificates, 85 for publioiition iu 
the Ocueite and 50o. for OVery search.

tion for a member to the Legislative As- 
sembly, to vote for or against any candi- 
date at such election, shall, upon 
eouviotion thereof in a summary way 
before a Jnatioe of the Peace, be liable to 
a fine of not less than fifty dollars, nor 
more than two hundred dollars, or to im- 
prisonment, in default of payment of tho 
fine that may be imposed, to any term not 
less than ten days and not excooding 
threo moutiis." 

The hon. mover said tho House had 
heard a good deal about corruption in 
Eootenay, and he had himself seen too 
much of it in Cariboo District, It was im- 
possible for constables to refrain from 
taking either one aide or the other in 
elections, and it was tho desire of those 
oflScera that they should be compelled by 
law to keej) aloof from political broils. 

Tbo amendment was seconded by Mr, 
Humphreys. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott suggested that the 
clause be amended by inserting the words 
"two Justices of tho Peace," instead of 
"ouo." 

The clause thus amended passed. 

Mr. Humphreys suggested that a fur- 
ther amendment to prohibit any civil ser- 
vice officer, particularly road bosses, from 
interfering in politics. Ho knew of 
several instances wherein civil servants, 
whilst drawing their regular salarios, had 
travelled throughout tbo ontiro country 
and endeavored by every means possiblo 
to imperil the election of bou. members 
of tbe House. Perhaps no member had 
been so abused by civil servants aa ho, 
and if abuso of that nature had tho power 
to kill a member, ho would bavo been 
dead and buried loug ago. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Elliott quite agreed with the 
hon. momber for "Victoria District and ad- 
mitted that it was very improper for a 
oivil servant to exorcise any infiuonco if 
he had any. He admitted that a civil 
servant should not be deprived of his 
right to oast his vote, but farther than 
that ho should not bo permitted to in- 
terfere. 

Mr. numphroys suggested that tbe 
amendment also include all stipendiary 
magistrates. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott saw no reason to make 
any restriction as to those gentlemen, who 
were well known to be of upright charac- 
ter and not at all likely to unduly inter- 
fere in olootions. 

Mr. Walkem difi'ered from the loader of 
the Government and asserted that ho 
knew of instances wherein stipendiary 
magistrates had exorcised oousidorablo in- 
fiuenco in connection with political mat- 
ters iu the onter diatriota. Two at least 
had interfered most unwarrantably; not 
for tbe present Government particularly, 
but for some time past. He did not con- 
sider it desirable to mention names, but 
hoped tbe House would toko bis word for 
it. 

Hon. Ur. Elliott said he must objeot 
very strongly to the innovation. (Hear, 

hear.) 

Mr. Smith said in all his political ox- 
perienco bo had never known any stipen- 
diary magiatrato to exorcise influonco in 
oleotion affairs. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that if it was intend- 
ed to move a further amendment tbe 
usual notice of it must be given. 

OONSTITUXION AMENDJIEKT BILL. 

Debate on this Bill was resumed in 
committee. 

Clause 1 ' increases the nnmbor to 33 
members and divides the Province into 
23 electoral districts. 

Mr. Mara moved that tho clause stand 
over pro tern,. He pointed out that if it 
passed the House would be tied down to 
its provisions and amendments could not 
be subsequently made to the schedule. 
Ho was in favor of subdividing tho City 
of Victoria and it had' alao been intimated 
that tho House would be asked to give 
Nanaimo another member. This could 
not be done if the firstqlanse were passed. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Humphreys objected, and contend- 
ed that tbo suggestions proved tho imper- 
fections of the measure. Tho leader of 
tbe Government had - stated that the Bill 
in its present form was just what he do- 
sired, but now he (Mr. H.) was more 
than over iflolifled.|.to^ DolieT« that it bad 
been framed in ignorance of the require- 
ments of tbo country, and simply in tbo 
interests of political expediency. Outside 
of Nanaimo and Oaasiar tho people did 
not wish for additional representation, 
and ha saw no reason to alter his belief 
that the further additions had been mado 
to benefit the Ooyei^iment and enable 
them'to'retaiii'offlco. ' 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said in moving the 
secopd reading of tbe Bill ho had inti- 
mated that a subdivision of the City of 
Victoria bad been suggested, but that the 
matter could be decided in committee. It 
would bo tyrranioal for the Government 
to place tho Bill before tbo Houst: and 
say "we will have this or nothing," thus 
precluding tho possibility of umandment. 
If tho first clause wars passed the num- 
ber could not be hereafter altered nor 
could the electoral boundaries be 
changed. 

Mr.Beaven accuaed the Government par- 
ty of wavering as to the number of mem- 
bers desirable. The House in passing 
the second reading of the Bill bad admit- 
ted its principle, which waa that 33 mem- 
bers should bo returned from 23 districts, 
and it wub absurd at this stage to* ask tbe 
House to lay over the olauso afBrming 
that principle. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said there ware no two 
opinions on the Qovornmont side of tbe 
House that 33 members waa the right 
number. It was asked that tba clause bo 
postponed because various propositions 
bad been made as to the exact localities 
of the electoral boundaries; If the dis- 
tricts were fixed at 23 it would subse- 
quently be impossible to alter that uuiu- 
bor. Nothing could better show tho fac- 
tions opposition of hon. members than 
the fact that many hours bad been wasted 
by them in objecting |;o laying the clause 
over for consideration; ° The course pro- 
posed by tbo Government was one fre- 
quently adopted by both sides of the 
House and it was vary discreditable that 
the Opposition ehould oppose it iu this 
inatauce. The principle of the bill wos 
not that there should bo prpoiaoly 33 
members and 23 districts, but that an in- 
cioaaa of representatives is desirable. It 
would be quite compatible with the prin- 
ciple of the bill to alter hereafter both 
tho number of representatives and c^ia- 
triots. The quickest and l^e8|; way to de- 
cide the pp^nt now Vender disonBsion would 
bo to put the question to a vote of the 
House. 

Mr. W, Brown said he could not say 
whether Lillooet District desired to be 
divided from Clinton or not and ho did not 
wish to be plaoejl in o, false position by 
vpting for a division, j^he desirability of 
wh"idh l\a wa8:by,riQ'o"-*i^ein4";aBsured, If 
tl^e Qdvernm'enI- Vottld^aisora him that 
noifarther.'ihorease than the proposed 
eight. would be made he had &o o1>ji|otion 



to allow the first olauso to stand over, but 
be was sure that his constituents did not 
desire so large a representative body as 
33. With roforenco to the division of 
Lillooet from Clinton be lacked informa- 
tion from his constituents in connection 
with the proposed change, nnd he did not 
attach much value to the letter read by 
bis colleague on Fridaj', which might 
have boon written by a partiziin in fnvor 
of tho mea-suro. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott assured Mr. Brown 
that the Government had not the remotest 
intention of increasing the number of re- 
presentatives beyond the number men- 
tioned in the measure. (Hear.) 

Mr. Evans said the idea of tbo opposi- 
tion was not to increase tbo nnmbor of 
members; but if they are to bo increased 
and it was to become u general scramble 
then ho would go in for G members for 
Cariboo. 

Mr. Smith said bo had nevor seen such 
good order in tho House before; instead 
of it being like a village school it was 
moro like the murmuriugs of a lot of hu- 
man beings. As for tho hon. tho middle 
member for Cariboo his voice was getting 
more musical every day and bo waa really 
of opinion that he was improving. Ho waa 
firmly of opinion that Yale district wished 
to bo divided. Ho had received letters 
for some years past advocating this and 
would tberofore vote for tho bill and cer- 
tainly for that clause referring to Yale. 

Mr. Armstrong followed, asking the 
Government to withdraw tho present bill 
and draw up another on the basis of the 
population. 

Mr. Smith said th.it in Nicola District 
14 new voters had been registered. The 
hon. geutloman had spoken of tho exports 
of Now Woatminator District ua boiug 
over iStiOO.OOO; why, Nicola possusaes moro 
waaltb than all Westminster put together. 
Look at the cattle sent down by tbo hun- 
dreds aud also look at the imports. Nan- 
aimo again was far wealthier than New 
Woatm luster for tho latter ijlaco only 
owned a little bark, a few trees and some 
fish, wboreaa tho wealth of Nanaimo iu 
coal alone waa untold. 

Mr. Ash objooted to tbo bill and askod 
lor further information and also wanted 
to know whether tho House would bo dis- 
solved during the coming sommor ? 

Mr. Walkem said the Bill showed tho 
Government's weakness, for there was 
not one of them who OAuld explain its 
principle, and they refused to give pro- 
per information. It wns a school boy 
attempt at legislation. Tbo hon. gentle- 
man thou proceeded bt great length to 
repeat his former argument against the 
Bill, and stated that instead of its being 
taken iu hand early last summer, it bad 
been laid over till a short time boforo the 
meeting of tho House. Had tbo measure 
been dealt with in time it could have been 
decently brought into tho House, aud 
would have proved a good Bill. As it 
wos, he would oppose tho Bill at every 
olanse. 

Mr, Humijhreys then rose and attacked 
the Bill, and said ho would oppose the 
clause being laid over and would also op- 
pose the Bill ou every occasion offered. 

The House then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
to-day, 

NOTICES OF MOTION AKD QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Armstrong, on Wednesday, to 
move that this House, after oonsideration 
of tho correspondence laid before it, on 
the subject of additional buildings in 
connection with tho lunatio asylum, New

liEP-OUT or SKLKOT COMJIIITEE. 

Ml!. Sru.MCEu: — Tho committee ap- 
pointed by this House to visit the lloyal 
Hospital and Lunatic Asylum beg to re- 
port as follows: — 

On Friday, tlio 1.5th, tbo committee 
visited' tlio \\'>y:i\ Hoapitul, and wore 
muc'ii pleas-d with tho state of the insti- 
tution. 

No complaiuta were made by the pa- 
tients; on the contrary, every one appear- 
ed coutentt-d and happy. 

Tho place appeared to bo kept iu excel- 
lent order. 

Tbo committee recommend that tbe 
prest-uc lunatio asylum, when vacated, 
should be convortod into a hospital for 
ineurablo patients. 

Last year tho committee appointed to 
visit this hospital recommended "tho ne- 
cessity of having a new ward erected for 
the exclusive uso of persons sufl'ering 
from such communicable diseases 
typhoid fever, erysipelas, diphtheria, <to," 

Thocommittoo further recommend that 
a certain portion of tho Eoyal Hospital 
should be set apart for females, as there is 
no accommodation at jireseut for such 
patients. 

Tho committee vieitod tho Lunatic 
Asylum ou Tuesday, tiio l'.)tli. The ap- 
proach from tbo main roiul is in a de- 
plorable state. 

The Committee feel satisfied that this 
establishment is iu much batter condition 
nnd order than it appeared to be in last 
j-ear, and tbo patients in bettor health.

London, March 16, — ^Thoro is less ex 
citement at tho Government works at 
Woolwich than some weeks agp; but 
there is no abatemonk of energy or dim 
iuution of work. Nearly all hands work 
until 8, 9 or 10 at night, instead of 5, the 
usual closing hour. 

In consequeDoe of the want of officers 
for tbe army, cadets who entered Sand 
hurst last summer and whose period of 
probation would expire in July under 
ordinary circumstances will bo passed out 
next mouth.
